During the year 44 new institutes 
clubs, at present there are 309 In. 
stituts with about 15,000 members 
50 girls clubs with 900 members and 
it is interesting to note that $89,759 
was raised by the clubs during the 
past year for ^ community and charit¬ 
able purposes. 

Miss Noble the president spoke of 
the wonderful growth of the Instituted 
both in Oanfcftei andrF^gjIuTd"C/pi. oial. 
ly in the rural districts, where it 
brings women together to discuss top¬ 
ics interesting to women, when other¬ 
wise they might not meet one another 
for months at a time, it brings out 
the individual, the shy retiring woman 
for most institutes are small and each 
one must do her share in making it a 
isuccessi 

She gave as a watchword for the 
year the words of St. Paul—Prove all 
things. Hold fast that which is good. 

Don’t be afraid of trying new things, 
it is only in giving things a fair trial 
that we can find whether it will be 
for the good of the Institute or not. 
When you find something good hold 
fast to it. 

iShe advised the institutes to give 
a play each year it is surprising the 
amount of talent that often lie®, dor¬ 
mant, ' and this, is a* good way of 
bringing it out. Also to keep up with 
the current events. 

There were a great many good 
speakers it is impossible to begin to 
tell about them, we will get a full re¬ 
port and copies of the test papers, so 
I will give a few things that might 
help our own organization. 

Most institutes find it advisable to 
have a printed program for the year, 
the subjects to be studied, commun¬ 
ity work, entertainments to be given, 
etc. 

All start their meetings with Q’ 
Canada, redite the ,creed and close 
withh God Save the King., making an 
effort to learn all the verses of the 
National hymns. 

^Others find it advisable to have all 
members on committees which gives 
each one a responsibility and makes 
the work more interesting. Some 
larger institutes have committees on 
child welfare, visiting the sick, wel¬ 
coming’ new comers, studying legis¬ 
lation as regards women and children, 
sanitation, etc.., one small institute 
have a committee of. 5 called a Look¬ 
out committee who report all cases of 
sick and needy and welcome new com— 

| ers to the district.
